Iivo. It will bo of littlo uso to toll him that 
tho government docs not propose to cater to 
lliH \vnnls anv Iminm-—111..: l.nu l.nm. cini.l an 
often thntflio will not believe it. 
Ho knows 


that ho will bo ablo to get nil ho wnuts of 
government supplies, either directly or in- 
directly—either porsonnlly or through his 
accomplices in crime, who aro numbered 
nmoug tho "friendly Indians," nnd support- 
ed ns suob. lie may give his consent to 
every^otlmr proposition, but it mny be no- 
c-epted us n fnct thai a Sioux Indian novor 
will work for his living until ho is either 
whipped or starved into it.—[Mail.
